It Is pointed out ‘that’ the Act, while

‘nish @ land ‘settlement Dlap te ‘in- 
crease agricultutal) production. 


Settlement 6n improved lands must, 


itself, place a heavier burden on the 
settler to repay’ than in the case of 
settlement on unimproved farms in 
% equally productive districts, but it 
was not thought advisablé in the 
stress of demobilization unduly to re- 
strict the, returned. soldier in the 
choice of his land.'| Now, however, 
it is the aim of the Board to encour- 
age settlement on unimproved. Jands 
‘and. better terms in respect. to pay- 
ments %are given’ to “such settlers‘ to 
offset the disadvantage they are under 
during the ‘first unproductive years. 


The purchaser of an operating farm 
or going: concern ‘will not in future 
receive the benefit of ‘the two years’ 
exemption of interest on money 
loaned for the purchase of stock and 
equipment, but: the terms are equal- 
‘ized to. some extent by the extension 
of the time; for, répayment to. six 
instead of four payments. Interest on 
stock and equipment on such lands
